Svbfiftance from the Ferrareze. They write from 
Modena, that the Inhabitants of the Vicariat of 
Camporegiane ‘in the Province of the Grafagnane, 
have taken Arms againft the French, in number 800 
Men, and have chofen for their Leader a Mafon, 
nam'd Tagnane: And that she Governour of that 
Province, has been oblig’d to fend to the Grand Prior 
of France for a Reinforcement of Troops to enable 
bim ro fupprefs this InfurreCtion. 


Conferenge was held in Count Harach’s Houfe; upon 
the Affairs of Hungary, the Minifters of England 
and Holland being prefent. The Baron de Sirmay 
and Monfieur Occolucciani are not gone from hence 
yet, as Was reported, to treat with the Malecontents 


of Hungary about Preliminaries of a Treaty of Ac- | 


commodarion ; but their Inftructions are preparing. 
’Tis faid the Emperor is defirous the Malecontents 
fhould firft propofe a Sufpenfion of Arms, as they did 
before ; but they do not feem at all difpos’d to it ar 
prefent. Mean time the Motions they make, oblige 
General Hefterto be continually marching backwards 
and forwards to obferve them, which fatigues his 
Troopsextremely. °Tis faid Count Caroli is at pre- 
fent in-the Neighbourhood of ‘Papa with 7o0o Men, 
and Count Buthiani near Raab with another Body of 
8000, and 8 Pieces of Cannon. Count Caroli has 
fent circular Letters into the Counties on this fide of 
the Danube, wherein he exhorts the Inhabitants to 
adhere to him faithfully, and to get together as great 
a quantity of Provifions as they can, for the {ubfi- 
ftance of a forreign Army which he pretends is com- 
ing into Hungary: And he has caus’d other Letters to 
be difper’d in the Country on the further fide of the 
Danube, in which he reproaches the Inhabitants with 
their Inconftancy, and threatens them wirh Fire and 
Sword. They write from Deva the 9th of this 
Month, that the Baffa of Temifwaer has given leave 
to Monfieur Defailleurs to go from thence whither he 
pleafes, and that thereupon he is preparing to fet our 
from thence to come to Prince Ragotski: But the 
Troops we have at Arath, and other Places therea- 
bouts, will way-lay him, and endeavour to fieze him, 
and the great {um of Money he is reported to have 
with him. P.$. "Tis reported News is come, that 
General Heifter has made himfelf Mafter of Sclinta on 
the Waeg ; the Garrifon the Malecontents had put 
into it, yielding themfélves Prifoners of War ; and 
that he is fince return’d to Bofing, and has orderd’ his 
Cavalry into their former Quarters. , 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated March 5.
